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To the Chairman and Members of Crook and Willington U.D.C. 


Ladics and Gentlemen, 
I have the honour to submit my Annual Report for the year 1967. 


The birth rate during 1967 continued at a lower level viz., 14.29 than 
that of England and Wales, vis., 17.2, while the death rate fell from 16.01 
to 14.29 as compared with that of @ngland and Wales, viz., 11.2. The above 
figures quoted are per 1,000 estimated population. Of the total deaths 
those attributable to diseases of the heart and circulatory system amounted 
to 62.1%. 


Measles continued to be the main infectious disease but the number of 
cases notified increased from 69 in 1966 to 475 in 1967. Again there ware 
no cases of diphtheria, poliomyelitis or the antcric group of diseases. A 
few cases of infective hepatitis were reported during the latter part of the 
ycoare 


Preventive immunisations against poliomyelitis, diphtheria, whooping cough 
and tetanus were continucd as routine measures among children at clinics and 
schools in the area. 


Tubereulin testing followed by B.C.G. immunisation was continued both 
among school entrants and at 11 years of age onwards. Contact tracing and 
early reference of tuberculin positive cases to specialist control were 
established routine practises. 


Slum clearsmce was pressed forward with vigour and many visits were paid 
to poor premises for wrious reasons including illness, management difficulties, 
problem cases and others. 


The attendances at the three Maternity & Child Welfare Clinics were 
satisfactory but the decline in ante-natal visits continued = a decline which 
follows a national pattern and is due to the increasing participation of the 
general practitioner in this field of medicine. The relaxation classes and 
classes in mothercraft have been moderately suecessful, and the cervical smear 
test clinics are proving to be satisfactorily attended. 


The chiropody clinics in operation in your area have been increased but 
still there is no prospect of home chiropody service as yete 


The water and milk supplies to your area continued to be satisfactory and 
gave no cause for alarm from a,public health point of view. 


Your Chief Public Health Inspector has appended his report to this one. 


In conclusion the state pf public health in your area for 1967 was 
satisfactorye 


I take this opportunity of thanking my colleagues for their pleasant and 
welcome co-operation and also the members of the Council for their assistance 
and continued interest during the year,

WATER SUPPLY - The Durham County Water Board are the principal suppliers of 
water in the area and the vast majority of houses are connected to their mains. 
No houses are supplied by means of stand pipes. 


There is no evidence of plumbo solvent action in the water supplied in 
this area.

Many other nuisances were remedied and complaints dealt with as a result of 
informal action by Officers of the department without resorting to the use of 
notices. 


SCHOOLS - Occasional inspections of schools in the district were made in 
connection with sanitary accommodation and washing and canteen facilities. 
No nmisances were reported. 


PREVENTION OF DAMAGE BY PESTS - During the twelve months ended 31st December, 1967, 
393 properties were inspected and the number of infestations and reinfestations 
was 359. Treatment was carried out accordingly. No charge is made for the 
treatment of domestic property but shops and agricultural heriditaments are 
treated on a cost plus supervision basis. Close supervision of the Council's 
refuse tips and sewage works continued during the year. 


SMOKE ABATEMENT - Industrial smoke pollution cannot be considered a major 
problem in this semi-rural area and informal action sufficed to deal with 
isolated complaints of smoking chimneys, burning rubbish etc. 


W.C. CONVERSIONS - During the year 3 W.C. conversions were effected. Ashclosets 
now remain only in property with a short life or where drainage or water supply 
difficulties exist. 
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SHOPS AND FOOD PREMISES - Continuous supervision of food shops and food 
preparing premises has occurred during the year to ensure that these premises 
comply with the Food Hygiene Regulations and attain a satisfactory standard of 
hygiene.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES - 5 registered slaughterhouses were operating during the year, 
and 1,279 visits were paid to those establishments and food premises generally 
for the purpose of food inspection and enforcement of hygiene requirements.

6 beasts' carcases were found to be affected with Cysticercus Bovis. 


FOOD ETC. CONDEMNED - During the year 14 tons 17 cwts. 1 qr. 1 st. 13 lbs. of 
fresh meat and 9 cwts. 2 grs. 11 lbs. of miscellaneous tinned food and loose 
provisions were condemned as unfit for human consumption. Condemned carcase meat 
is disposed of by the trade to local firms for processing including the manufacture 
of animal foods and this involves much time-absorbing supervision by the meat 
inspectors. Unsound tinned food and loose provisions are destroyed at the 
Council's refuse tips. Carcases affected with C-Bovis are subjected to 
refrigeration for periods of two to three weeks at the prescribed temperature.

Factories Acts were made principally in connection with sanitary accommodation. 


14. OFFICES, SHOPS AND RAILWAY PHEMISES ACT, 1963 - At the end of the year the 


number of premises registered under the Act was 166 and 305 inspections of 
registered premises were carried out during the year and the attention of the 
persons responsible was drawn to the limited number of defects discovered. 


In conclusion I would express to the members of the Council my 
appreciation of their support and encouragement during the year and my sincere 
thanks to my colleagues and all the staff of the Health Department for their 
invaluable assistance and co-operation,
